It is a big stick that 
can be used to enable a handful of 
delegates to thwart the will of the 
majority. 
“Just so long as it is possible for 
267 delegates to a convention, made 
up of 1,098 delegates, to defeat the 
will oí orar 600, just so long is it a 
possible menace. 
“The day the two-thirds rule goes 
to the scrap heap to which it now is 
headed, that day also should the unit 
rule also go into i nocuous- desuetude. 
They were born in the same atmos­ 
phere and it is fitting that they should 
be sepulchred as twin enemies of the 
easy ascertainment and acceptance of 
the rule of the majority.” 
The former naval secretafy criti­ 
cized the economy program of the 
Coolidge administration., He quoted 
figures which he said proved hiB con­ 
tention that the “cost of government 
is steadily rising.”

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Billa de­ 
signed to aid cotton and tobacco grow­ 
ers by requiring 
dissemination

Vinson, democrat, Georgia, for the 
first time, would require the secre­ 
tary of agriculture to take an actual 
census of a proportions of the cotton 
acreage.

The scene of the attack was the 
lonely farm of Randall Tubbs, near 
Ira, the town 15 miles from here 
Tubbs was held on a charge of mur­ 
der and his son, Franklin, also was 
under arrest as the result of accusa­ 
tions gasped out by one of the vic­ 
tims just before he died. 
An autopsy on the bo’r * of the 
victims, Bamardo and Saai Uarraro, 
brothers, indicated that one of them 
was struck on the head with a sharp 
weapon. 
While the woodchoppers were men 
of more than ordinary size and 
strength. Tubbs also is of excessive­ 
ly powerful physique and active, de­ 
spite his years.

They brought a physician back to 
the farm with them, to attend to the 
injury of the woodchoppers. 
The doctor found the brothers in 
Tubbs’ ba m.

OPINION OF M1CHGAN JUDGE 
“I sentence you to life imprisonment,” were the words 
ji a Michigan jurist in pronouncing sentence upon Asa 
K. Bartlett who had confessed to the killing of three peo- 
p’e against whom he had been aroused through a bitter 
political animosity. 
In the next breath the jurist contin­ 
ued, “I wish I might pronounce the death sentence upon 
you, but the laws of the state will not permit.”

difference from the uspal run of speeches made by judges, 
particularly in the handling of murder cases. 
Imagine 
a life sentence being too light, imagine a man deserving 
of the death penalty and being told so by the man who 
U pronouncing his sentence, but who is unable to give a 
heavier sentence 'owing to the legislative barrier in his 
state. 
It is probable that the words of the jurist will go down 
through Michigan history, certainly that speech will be 
referred to if legislative measures are ever sought to re­ 
peal the existing Michigan law against capital punish-
